CHARACTERS    AND    COSTUMES. 

Bruin. — An  elderly  bear,  the  husband  of  Bruina  and  the  father 
of  Brunetti.  Costume:  Breeches  and  top-boots,  a  loose  coat, 
and  flowered  waistcoat.  On  his  face  he  wears  a  mask,  to  represent 
a  bear's  head.    His  figure  may  be  stuffed  out  to  make  it  look  bearish. 

Brunetti. — The  son  of  Bruin  and  Bruina.  Costume :  A  bear's 
mask,  and  knickerbocker  suit. 

Bruina. — An  ursine  lady,  the  wife  of  Bruin,  and  the  mother  of 
Brunetti.  Costume:  A  bear's  mask,  same  as  Bruin.  Dress, 
that  of  a  "  girl  of  the  period." 

Little  Silver-Hair. — A  young  lady  of  somewhat  erratic  ten- 
dencies. Costume :  The  usual  dress  of  a  nice  little  girl.  In  Scene 
I.  she  carries  in  her  hand  a  hat  trimmed  with  wild  flowers.- 


Scene  I. — A  wooded  country ;  the  stage  dotted  here  and  there  with 
flowers  and  shrubs.  The  effect  intended  in  this  scene  can  be 
managed  by  placing  evergreens  or  any  other  green  branches  up- 
right against  supports,  and  the  clumps  of  flowers  can  be  imitated 
by  cutting  out  artificial  flowers  in  coloured  paper.  Enter  Little 
Silver-Hair,  chasing  a  butterfly.  She  stops  in  the  centre  of  the 
stage,  out  of  breath,  but  recovers  herself.  While  she  pauses,  the 
orchestra  will  play  "Through  the  wood,  through  the  wood  ;"  "Fol- 
low, follow,  over  mountain  ;"  or  any  other  appropriate  air. 

Silver-Hair. 

The  butterfly's  a  gentleman,  they  say  ; 
If  so,  why  does  he  want  to  get  away  ? 
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Pm  sure  I  do  not  mean  him  any  harm. 

(She  takes  out  a  handkerchief,  and  wipes  her  face.) 

Ah,  me  !  but  running  thus  does  make  one  warm. 

(The  butterfly  is  supposed  to  rest  on  a  flower.  Silver-Hair 
goes  stealthily  towards  it,  and  tries  to  place  her  hand  over 
it,  when  it  starts  up,  and  flies.) 

Silver- Hair  (in  a  tone  of  disappointment). 

There  ;  go  your  way,  you  naughty  thing.    No  more 

I'll  follow  you.     I  saw,  Pm  sure,  a  score, 

Much  prettier  ones  than  you.  (She  plucks  a  flower!)  Oh 

what  a  rose  ! 
A  pretty  wild  rose,  too  !     I  think  the  forest  grows 
More  flowers  than But  see  (she  looks  at  the  sky), 

the  clouds  look  black  ; 
'Tis  almost  time  I  thought  of  getting  back. 

(A  few  drops  of  rain  are  supposed  to  fall.  This  can  be 
imitated  by  throwing  hard  peas  on  the  stage.  Silver- 
Hair  throws  the  skirt  of  her  frock  over  her  head,  and  runs 
off.  The  butterfly  can  be  managed  by  fluttering  an  arti- 
ficial one  at  the  end  of  a  slender  rod  of  whalebone.,) 


Scene  II.— The  interior  of  a  cottage.  A  table  with  a  white  cloth  is 
laid  for  breakfast.  On  the  table  are  three  basins  of  porridge,  and 
beside  each  a  spoon.  In  one  corner  of  the  room  a  sofa.  Enter 
Silver-Hair,  with  her  skirt  over  her  herd.  She  looks  about  as  if 
surprised. 

Silver-Hair. 

No  one  here  !  the  doors  all  open,  too  ! 
Well,  I  must  stop,  for  Pm  wet  through  and  through ; 
And  I  must  hope  the  owners  will  not  mind  : 
Most  folks  to  little  me  are  always  kind. 

(She  goes  over  to  the  table,  and  examines  the  basins,  sticking 
a  spoon  upright  in  each.) 

* — : * 
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This  porridge  makes  one  feel  peckish  quite. 
Now  I  wonder  if  it  would  be  right 
If  I  sat  down  and  had  my  breakfast  here  ? 
I've  not  had  it  at  home  ;  and,  oh  dear  (pause^ 
I'm  sadly  tempted  by  this  savory  mess. 

(She  steps  over  on  tiptoe,  and  takes  a  spoonful  from  the  small- 
est plate.     She  shakes  her  head  approvingly.) 

Well,  'tis  really  very  nice,  I  must  confess ; 
The  people  living  here,  Fm  bound  to  say, 
Have  got  with  them  a  very  pleasant  way. 

(She  takes  another,  and  then  another,  spoonful,  until  she 
finishes  the  basin  of  porridge.  She  then  sits  on  a  stool 
to  rest ;  but,  the  legs  giving  way,  she  jumps  up  to  avoid 
falling.) 

Well,  I  very  nearly  had  a  tumble  ; 
But  still  I  feel  so  pleased,  I  must  not  grumble. 
(She  goes  towards  the  sofa.) 

Now  I'll  lie  down  until  the  rain  is  done  : 
I  think  to-day  I've  had  a  deal  of  fun. 

(She  lies  down  on  the  sofa,  and  draws  a  shawl  which  she  finds 
on  it  over  her.     She  then  falls  asleep.) 

Enter  Bruin,  Bruina,  and  Brunetti. 

BRUIN  {puffing  and  wiping  his  forehead). 

Come  now,  good  people,  make  a  little  haste  ; 
I  want  my  breakfast,  sadly.    There,  don't  waste 
The  time  :  be  quick,  I  say. 

Bruina. 

A  moment,  dear,  I  pray. 

(She  kneels  down  and  unties  Brunetti's  comforter,  he  bellow- 
ing all  the  time.) 

Brunetti. 

I  am  so  hungry.     O  my  dear  mother, 
Pray  give  me  something  or  another. 
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(Bruin  sits  down  at  the  table,  puts  on  his  spectacles,  and  looks 
at  his  basin,  in  which  he  sees  the  spoon  sticking  upright.) 

Bruin. 

Hollo  !  what's  all  this ?  whoever  has  been  here? 
Upon  my  word,  all  this  is  very  queer. 

(BruinA,  who  has  put  aside  her  bonnet,  also  sits  down  to 
table.    Brunetti  seats  himself  opposite  to  them.) 

Bruin  A  {looking  puzzled). 

For  me,  I  really  cannot  understand. 

It  seems  as  if  there's  something  underhand 

That  we  have  not  found  out ;  I  must  say  that. 

Bruin  [angrily). 

They'd  best  look  out ;  I'll  teach  them  what  is  what. 

(Brunetti  looks  into  his  basin,  and,  seeing  it  empty,  recom- 
mences to  blubber.) 

Brunetti. 

Bo,  bo,  bo  !  my  porridge  is  all  gone,  oh  dear  \ 
I'm  starving,  mother,  oh  !  I  greatly  fear. 

Bruin  (in  a  towering  passion). 

Who  cares  what  you  fear  !  {Starts  up.)  I'll  soon  find  out 

Who  has  been  playing  tricks.  {Sees  Silver-Hair.)  Hah ! 
I  make  no  doubt 

We've  got  the  thief.  See  there  {pointing  to  Silver- 
Hair,  who  starts,  and  sits  up).     Now,  if  I  don't 

Make  that  young  lady  pay.  {Looks  angry,  as  if  he  thought 
somebody  doubted  him?)    You  think  I  won't  ? 

(Takes  up  a  switch,  and  goes  over  to  the  sofa  in  a  threatening 
attitude.  Bruina  and  Brunetti  follow  him,  and  wait 
for  the  event.  Silver-Hair  looks  for  a  moment  frightened, 
then  starts  up  from  the  sofa,  and  runs  out  of  the  cottage.) 

BRUIN  {looking  bewildered). 

I  must  say,  all  this  seems  so  very  odd. 

If  I'd  caught  her,  I'd  not  have  spared  the  rod.

Bruina. 

To  have  one's  breakfast  eaten  up 's  a  shame, 
And  my  poor  son  is  not  so  much  to  blame 
That  he  takes  it  to  heart  so  much,  Fm  sure  : 
'Tis  more  than  ursine  nature  can  endure. 

(Brunetti  continues  to  blubber,  but  Bruina  sets  some  bread 
and  milk  before  him,  and  he  becomes  quiet.) 

Bruina. 

Ah  !  well,  she  was  a  pretty  little  maid  ; 

And  I  am  sure,  when  all  is  done  and  said, 

'Twas  after  you  she  came  to  look,  my  dear  (to  Brunetti). 

Brunetti. 

Now,  do  you  think  so  mother  ?     Well,  'tis  queer. 

(He  looks  complacently  in  the  glass,  and  rubs  his  face  with  his 
sleeve  ;  then  looks  again,  and  wags  his  head  approvingly. ) 

Well,  in  a  crowd,  I'd  make  no  doubt  you'd  see 
A  dozen  chaps  much  worse  looking  than  me. 

Bruin. 

I  was  a  little  hasty,  I  must  say  ; 
But  maybe  she  will  come  another  day. 
We'll  go  out  now,  and  finish  up  our  walk. 
Of  what  is  past  it  is  no  use  to  talk.

These  Plays  have  been  gotten  up  for  the  purpose  of  answering  the  question  that 
very  often  arises  in  the  home  circle,  viz.,  What  shall  we  do  in  the  evening  .' 

Somebody  usually  suggests,  "  Act  a  charade."     Proposal  carried  mem  cod. 

Question  nut,  ;'  \Vhat  shall  the  word  be  .'*'  Protracted  debate.  Word  proposed 
anil  adopted  in  lieu  of  abetter. 

Next  question.  "  How  .'"  Still  lengthened  arguments  and  many  amendments 
proposed.  Finally  colossal  difficulties  supervene.  It  is  discovered  that  there  are  no 
dresses,  no  scenes,  no  written  parts,  and,  worst  of  all,  nobody  is  willing  to  devot<- 
their  time  to  rehearsals.  The  upshot  of  it  all  is  that  the  project,  as  a  rule,  dies  of  in- 
anition. 

These  little  Plays  consequently  attempt,  as  far  as  possible,  to  overcome  all  these 
difficulties. 

In  the  first  place  the  number  of  performers  has  been  limited,  in  most  cases,  to 
half  a  dozen  or  thereabouts.  Secondly,  they  require  little  or  no  scenery,  very  little 
dressing,  and  not  more  than  two  or  three  rehearsals;  and  thirdly,  the  dialogue  is 
short,  easy  to  learn,  and  entirely  devoid  of  all  objectionable  matter.  Under  these 
circumstances,  we  dare  to  hope  that  any  ordinary  "  home  circle"  party  may  bo  able 
t«>  net  them  pretty  easily.
